Judge 
Otis

almost 
everyone” 
and 
others “wiiose nam es we can hardly 
pronounce.” 
He told the jury to 
act 
fearlessly 
in 
protecting 
the 
rights 
of 
the 
“vast 
majority 
of 
Americans who obey the laws.” 
“In the great cities of the United 
States,” the court said, “there are 
organized conspiracies against the 
law, 
led 
by 
offenders 
who 
have 
made millions of dollars in crime 
and who have thousands of men 
working in their organizations. 
“These big offenders have boast­ 
ed that they could buy grand juries 
and other officers of the courts to 
afford protection to their organiza­ 
tions. 
“We are astounded, those of us 
who have grown up in the typical 
American 
homes 
w’here 
American 
traditions are upheld, by w^hat w’e 
read and hear about these great 
conspiracies 
against 
our 
govern­ 
ment.” 
Declaring “an overw'helming m a­ 
jority of onr people are true to the 
American constitution,” Judge Otis 
defined the typical American home. 
“The typical American home,” he 
said, is that of the farmer. 
He 
works and seeks to have only that 
which he earns. 
He teaches his 
children 
to 
respect 
laws 
and 
to 
have good morals. 
He W’oiild go 
without his daily bread if he had 
to make w’hisky to obtain it. 
“L et’s 
protect

Let us protect our 
American principles against those 
who come here from other lands to 
flout our law’s. 
Alaintenance of so­ 
ciety and civilization depends upon 
maintenance of laws

Secretary of State Henry L. Stim­ 
son and Andrew W. Mellon, secre­ 
tary of the treasury, wdth a prom­ 
ise made at the conference to col­ 
laborate with other governments. 
A spokesman for the conversa­ 
tions at Chequers, country home of 
Prime 
Minister 
MacDonald, 
said 
that the world field of economic 
and 
political 
troubles 
was 
dis­ 
cussed, particularly as affected by 
the Young plan and other factors. 
MacDonald and Foreign Secretary 
Arthur 
Henderson 
participated in 
the conversations for Great Britain; 
Chancellor Heinrich Bruening and 
Foreign Minister Julius Curtius for 
Germany. 
“V e feel that the ball has been 
started rolling on the whole inter­

question,

cially reparations,’ ’said the spokes­ 
man.

m ent of la w ” in the third report of 
the national law enforcem ent com­ 
mission.

It urged the elim ination of political 
considera tions in the selection and 
appointment of 
district attorneys. 
“ The grea t powers of the district 
a ttorney under the continual exten­ 
sions of federal jurisdiction in the 
present century,” the report said, 
are giving increa sing politica l im­ 
portance to the office. • ♦ • Trgjt- 
ment of it as a reward for political 
a ctivity is a serious m enace to en- 
orcem ent of law.” 
The report declared the claim of 
the sena te “ not m erely to exercise 
a collective pow*er of rejecting un­ 
it nominations but to dicta te ap­ 
pointm ents as the patronage of sen­ 
ators of the sta te In which the dis­ 
trict lies, has often had a bad effect 
upon the personnel and conduct of 
the office.” 
In sta tes w*here the sena tors are 
n 
opposition 
to 
the 
adm inistra ­ 
tion, the commission said, “ it hap­ 
pens too often that political organ- 
zations 
Insist 
on 
trea ting 
the 
office as 
political 
patronage, 
and 
thus deprive the president of the 
nformation and support he should 
tiave in order to make suita ble ap­ 
pointm ents.’ ’ 
The commission said tha t federal,
